Fight Shy of Santa Fe Problem. 


Yesterday was the time set for a conference 
between the Drainage Engineering commit- 
tee and the representatives of the Santa Fé 
railroad and the Elevated Terminal in regard 
to the projected change of route for the Santa 
Fé tracks. But the absence from the city of 
Gen. Torrence caused a postponement for 
three weeks. These negotiations were begun 
two years ago. There was a meeting appoint- 
ed for the latter part of June, which was 
postponed to July 16, and then to Aug. 6, 
and then for three weeks longer. The sub- 
ject is one of infinite importance and the 
Drainage Trustees are fighting shy of it. 

The Drainage Canal as projected is crossed 
by sevefal railroads once, and by the Santa 
Fé several times. The Santa Fé will need 
three permanent bridges over the river diver- 
sion and five swing bridges over the Drainage 
Canal. These Drainage Canal bridges will 
be no joke. The canal will be of three differ- 
ent widths. At the south end, in the rock, it 
is 160 feet wide, with perpendicular sides. 
North of this rock it will be 202 feet wide on 


| the bottom and 306 feet wide at the level of 


water and wider still at the top of the bank. 
North of Summit it will be 110 feet wide at 
the bottom, 214 feet wide at the level of the 
water, and wider still at the top of the bank. 
To build five swing bridges over such a stream 
1s a work of such magnitude the trustees re- 
fuse to talk about it. 

Chief Engineer Reynolds of the Elevated 
Terminal said yesterday the railroad com- 
panies were at their wits’ end about it. The 
Drainage Board has to pay for the bridges, 
but the railroad companies have to say what 
sort of bridges they want, ana they do not 
know what to say. They have thought of 
every kind of bridge ever built, and they are 
afraid of the whole batch. At one time they 
were much struck on an elevated bridge like 
the one at Halsted street; but ever since it 
got stuck up in the clouds for three nights it 


makes therm perspire to remember they ever 


thought it would do. 
Want a Roadway on the Side. 

The consequence is the Santa Fé is urging 
the trustees to give it a roadway on the top of 
the spoil ‘bank on the northwest side of the 
Drainage Canal. The proposition is for the 
trustees to give tho company this new right- 
of way and transfer the railroad track to it 
in return for the company’s old right-of-way. 
Even this scheme will leave the company two 
of these awful swing bridges to build near 
Chicago and compel it to reach Lemont by 
way of Joliet only. As the main object of 
the trustees is drainage, and as they fear the 
discussion of these engineering difficulties 
may discourage the public, they are letting 
the railroad company do all the talking. 


It would come nearer to. the truth to say 


the Santa Fé and the Elevated Terminal are 
greatly bothered over the situation. Attorney 
John S. Miller, for the Santa Bé, said yester- 
day the road between Chicago and Joliet 
needed $150,000 of repairs at once, and the 
company was afraid to make them for fear 
the next step would be to abandon the tracks 
for a new right of way. As for the Elevated 
Terminal it claims to have been already de- 
layed by the Drainage Canal two years and the 
end is not in sight. It is in a state of sus- 
pended animation. 

The drainage trustees, who are generally to 
be found around the headquarters, indulged 
in a hearty laugh yesterday at the discom- 
fiture ot the critics of the board. The par- 
ticular point which amused them most related 
to the letting of the contract for Sec. 1 to Grif- 
fiths & McDermott. This section, it will be 
remembered, was let in the first instance to 
Alfred Harlev, by whom it was forſeited, and 
then advertised to be relet. When the bids were 
in the board let the contract to Griffiths & 
McDermott. whose bid was higher than 
Johnson & Bradley’s. ‘The reason given was 
that Johnson & Bradley were irresponsible 
when they put in the bid, thougn they tried to 
cure this defect“ afterward by associating 
themselves with E. F. @obel. The board, on 
the ground this was a stru w- bid in the first 
place, refused to let Gobel in. The result was 
Johnson & Bradley tried to enjoin the board 
from letting the contract to Griffiths & Me- 
Dermott, and Judge Tuley sustained; the 
board and dismissed the bill.

HE ISN’T AFRAID OF IT 


REINHART READY FOR ANY REPORT 
EXPERT LITTLE MAY SPRING. 


Wall Street Looks Forward with Keen 
Interest for a Possible Sensation at the 
Santa Fe Meeting Today=Martin E. 
Yates of Goshen, Ind., Commits Suicide 
at the Windsor Hotel- Detectives Un- 
earth Large Quantities of Counterfelt 
Money Made by the Connecticut Gang. 

New York, Aug. 6.—[{Special.]—A good 
deal of interest was shown in Wall street to- 
day in the possible result of tomorrow’s meet- 
ing of the Reorganization committee of the 
Santa Fé road. It is expected the report of 
Expert Accountant Little, covering the oper- 
ations on the road from the time of the last 
reorganization until it was placed in the 
hands of receivers, will be presented. Presi- 
dent Reinhart has returned from Virginia, and 
Thomas Baring, representing English direct- 
ors and investors, came over from Boston, to 
which place he went on arriving in this coun- 
try yesterday. This afternoon there was a 
conference at the offices of Baring, Magoun 
& Co., at which Thomas Baring, Robert Flem- 
ing, who represents some English Atchison 
securityholders, and L. J. Luden, the repre- 
sentative of Hope & Co. of Amsterdam were 
present. 

Mr. Baring left for Boston to meet some of 
the directors to arrange the line of action to 
be taken at tomorrow's meeting. Rumors 
were about that startling developments will 
result, President Reinhart declined to dis- 
cuss the insinuations about his resigning. Mr. 
Little would authorize no statement about his 
report. It was understood the chief fault 
found will be that in charg.ng up bad debts 
moneys due from connection roads for serv- 
ice have not been written off in the profit and 
loss account. Permission has been granted 
by the United States District Court to the 
receivers to issue additional certificates for 
$1,500,000 to pay wages, taxes, and termi- 
nal expenses, half of the amount to go for 
wages. Certificates for $250,000 have been 
issued already. 

Cecil Baring of Baring, Magoun & Co., who 
also returned from London yesterday, de- 
clined to say anything on the subject today. 
He expressed the epinion, though, that what- 
evér the report of the expert accountant 
might show, it would not, he was sure, con- 
tain anything reflecting in the slightest de- 
gree on the late George C. Magoun, who was 
Chairman of the Board of Directors during 
the time covered by the examination ‘of the 
expert accountant. 

A close friend of President Reinhart said 
today he had no fear as to the report of the 
expert accountant, that Mr. Little had been 
afforded every facility by him in the examina- 
tion of the books of the company, and that he 
had had free access to all the records and 
books of the company, and that furthermore 
Mr. Reinhart had thoroughly approved of Mr. 
Little’s selection as the expert accountant to 
make the examination in behalf of the Reor- 


ganization committee. Mr. Reinhart’s friend

MARTIN E. YATES TAKES HIS LIFE. 


Goshen, Ind., Young Man Takes Opium at 
the Windsor Hotel. 

New York, Aug. 6.— [Special. — Martin E. 
Yates of Goshen, Ind., a guest at the Windsor 
Hotel on Fifth avenue, committed suicide 
some time during last night or early this 
morning by taking opium. His body was 
found lying on a bed today. The 
discovery caused consternation at the hotel. 
A telegram was sentearly in the day to 
Edwin Bleu, No. 210 High street, German- 
town, Philadelphia. Mr. Bleu arrived at the 
hotel at noon and identifiea the dead man as 
his cousin. He was greatly surprised and 
grieved and could ascribe no cause for the 
man’s act. Yates was 26 years old, 
he said. and was single. As far as 
Mr. Bleu knew he had no trouble. He was 
not engaged in any business. Dr. G. H. Bot- 
tum wrote out a statement saying the cause 
of death was opium, evidentiy taken with sui- 
cidal intent. A box which had con- 
tained the poison was found behind the 
bed. Dr. Edward Donlin, from the 
Coroner’s office, viewed the body 
dur.ng the afternoon and ascribed the cause 
of death to opium poisoning. Young Yates 
registered at the hotel a week ago. He was 
regarded as a wealthy man. There was a 
strong effortat the hotel to keep the affair 
from publicity. This afternoon it was learned 
that this morning when the chamber- 


maid went to Yates’ room she found the door 


locked. As she could not get in she re. 
ported the fact to the clerk down-stairs and 
the latter broke in the door and found Mr. 
Yates unconscious and breathing heavily. Dr. 
Bottum was summoned. He at once saw the 
man had .taken poison. He worked over 
him, but to no purpose. The ad- 
dress of Mr. Bleu was found on a letter. 
The latter had the body removed from the 
hotel preparatory to sending it West. Mr. 
Yates was nota regular guest at the hotel. 
The hotel people say he was a quiet, well-be- 
haved young man. He gave no trouble, did 
not drink, and seemed to beof a happy, 
equable temperament. 

Gosuxx, Ind., Aug. 6.—[Special. |—Martin 
Yates was the son of Albert Yates, ex-County 
Commissioner and a wealthy farm owner 
here. The young man was for a while in the 
drug business in Omaha, and later was in the 
employ ofa bank and office fixture house 
in Chicago. He was afterward placed 
in charge of the New York office 
for this company. The panic coming on at 
the samo time rendered the Eastern branch 
unprofitable and Yates was compelled to give 
up and look for more lucrative employment. 
A month ago he wrote home for money, and 
receiving it allowed only a few days to elapse 
belore again applying. His demands becoming 
too frequent, were denied, but he again wired 
a few days ago for funds and when refused 
supplemented his appeal with a message: 
Must have money; if I do not get it, fare. 
well. A friend in New York advised the 
parents to withhold assistance and they again 
refused. Miss Nora Yates, a sister, is now on 
her way home from Assam, where she has 
been a noted missionary for years. Her health 
is much affected by a climatic disease. 
Young Yates’ mother has just gone through 
a surgical operation in the hope of prolong- 
ing her life. Martin was a bright young man 
of exceptional business qualifications and 
came from one of the oldest and most re. 
spected families in the State. :

United States Secret Service Men Get Evi- 
dence Against Eastern Counterfeiters, 
New York, Aug. 6.—United States secret 

service officers employed in the big counter- 

feiting case are filling the office of the Secret

feiters is situated on a small farm at 
Bethei, Conn. latest arrest is of 
John W Murphy, who was today held for ex- 
amination Friday.

There were 
found, also, a lot of bills that had been 
through the “ coffee-coloring = process and 
were ready for use. At Hoyt’s house 
at Bethel were found all the plates, paper, 
ink, red silk thread, and other articles used in 
the manufacture of the spurious money.

A.aong 
the plates found were the back and front 
plates and the United States Treasury seal 
for a 810 on the Mystic River Na- 
tional Bank of |' Mystic River, Conn.

POPULISTS MEAN BUSINESS IN THE 


COOK COUNTY ELEOTIONS. 
4 
The Party to Hold Its Convention Aug, 18 
and Will Name a Straight Ticket- it in- 
cludes the Trade and Labor Assemblies 
and Many Other Factions=Democratic 
Efforts for Indursement Are Fatile= 
Some of the Men Slated for Nomina- 


tion. 

The Populists of Cook County will hold 
their convention in the West Twelfth Street 
Turner Hall Aug. 18. This party now com- 
prises the Trade and Labor Assemblies, the 
American Railway Union, the Socialists, the 
single-taxers, and the Greenbackers. lt is an 
awalgamation of all these factions or parties, 
and will put into the tield Congressional, Sen- 
atorial. and county tickets wherever there is 
a chance of success, The representation to 
the County convention of Cook has been fixed 
at one for each hundred members of the Trade 
and Labor organizations and two from each 
club belonging to the main organization. De- 
lay in sending out the call prevents many of the 
organizations from sending representatives 
to the convention, since quite a number of 
the assemblies will not hold their regular 
meeting until. after the convention. Hf full 
representation was in the convention the body 
would be com posed of about 2,500 delegates. 
For reasous stated above not to exceed BOO 
members will be there. The sovialistic clubs 
Will have about 180 of those, the sitigie-tax, 
ets twenty-eight or thirty, mfscellaneous or- 
ganizations about, 100, and the greater mem- 
bership will come from the trade and labor 
assemblies. M. H. Madden, the President of 
the Federation of Trade Associations in the 
State, will preside in all probability. Much 
of the representation will come through cen- 
tral bedies, especially in cases where the 
unions themselves will not elect delegates, 

To Name a Straight Ticket. 

Ever since the Springfield convention held 
early last month, where a coalition was 
formed of all interests above mentioned, the 
Democrats in and around the City Hail have 
been busily engaged in endeavoring to gain 
control of this convention. Their first idea 
was to prevent its holding altogether, and to 
this end a great number ef Mayor Hopkins’ 
employés worked themselves in as representa- 
tives of labor organizations, and did their 
best to minimize the movement. Finding 
their labors in this direction were of no avail, 
they then set about to get, if possible, an 
indorsement of Frank Scales, the mo- 
cratic nominee for County Judge, and of names 
C. Sullivan, the Democratic nominee for 
County Clerk. , Without these offices Mayor 
Hopkins cannot handle the Democracy of 
Cook County. As has frequently been stated, 
he will bend all his energies toward securin 
these offices, The immense corruption fun: 
levied and collected from all interests amena- 
ble to police control will be used for the elec- 
tion of Scales and Sullivan. He is working 
now to secure their indorsement; his efforts 
will avail nothing, as the Populists are deter- 
mined to make a ticket distinctively their 
own. They say they will not indorse a single 
nominee on either the Republican or Demo- 
cratic ticket, nor will they leave the work of 
their convention in such shape that substitu- 
tion of the names of Scales and Sullivan can 
be made for their nominees. 


Precaution Against Intruders. 


Nor is this all they are doing by way of 
precaution. Fearful lest outsiders get on the 
floor of the convention with credentials from 
bodiés entitled to representation in the con- 
vention, they have instituted an exhaustive 
investigation, which will be made into the 
standing of each and every delegate. They 
know full well that the Democrats would be 
giad to break up this convention in a row, 
thus preventing the nomination of the ticket. 
They have called such of the delegates as 
have already been selected to the first of 


a series of informal meetings. This 
will be held tonight at No. 82 Lake street. 
Here the delegatés will meet for the 


purpose of getting acquainted, and for the 
expression of views as to the best course to be 
pursued in the convention. Several more of 
these meetings will be held before the day of 
the convention, and by the time the nomina- 
tions are to be made the Populists will have 
agreed on a plan ofaction that will prevent 
outside interference. 

The Populists know as well as anybody else 
the importance of the Judgeship of Cook 
County. They have no love for Frank Scales 
for various reasons. Scales gave them no 
representation on the Board of Election Com- 
missioners and there is no reason why they 
should be for him. They will in all probabil- 
ity nominate Jesse Cox for this office and will 
make the best fight they know how to get him 
through. M. H. Madden, the President of 
the State Federation of Labor, is 
| talked about for the Sher- 
office, Madden is a man of 
decided ability, a good executive officer, and 
well and favorably known in labor circles. 
The Populists want a German for County 
Treasurer, and evince a disposition to give 
this office to one of their idols, Frank A. 
Stauber. Some of them are talking about 
Chris Strassheim. This gentleman has al- 
ways affiliated with the Republican party, and 
the Populists have no decided information 
that he will accept a nomination at their 
hands. The chances are the nomination will 
go to Stauber, although if Strassheim is, as 
the Populists claim, disgruntled with the Re- 
publicans, he may get the place. P. J. Min- 
iter, the newly-eleeted President of the Brick- 
layers’ Union, will be the nominee for County 
Clerk, and his candidacy bodes no good to 
Roger C. Sullivan. 

To Agree on a Ticket in Advance. 

The ticket will be virtually agreed upon by 
the time the convention meets, and the plat- 
form will be identical with that adopted at 
the Springfield’ convention. The Populists 
have already nominated H. S. Taylor as their 
candidate for Congress in the First District 
and John Z. White in the Second. White will 
be indorsed by the Democrats if the City Hall 
crowd can have its way, with the view of 
establishing harmonious relations in respect 
to other nominations, The Populists say the 
Democrats can indorse White if they want to, 
but will make no effort to get that done. 
Nominations in the Third and Fourth Dis- 
tricts have not yet been made. Charles G. 
Dixon will be named in the Fifth, and M. V. 
Britzius, the President of the Cigarmakers’ 
Union, in the Sixth. Henry D. Lloyd and 
Capt. William P. Biack both reside in the 
Seventh District, and either one can have the 
Congressional nomination for the asking.

— The adjourned meeting of the 
Thirty-first District Republican convention, 
comprising the Counties of Vernon, Monroe, 
and Jackson, which has been in deadlock 
since July 17, met in the court-house in this 
city at 8 o’clock tonight. There was no pre- 
liminary work to occupy the convention and 
it proceeded at once to ballot with the same 
results which characterized the meetings at 
Viroqua, where the first session was held and 
181 bailots were taken, and at Sparta, where 
eigty-four ballots were cast.

Railway Union and the plan to control the 

labor convention Aug. 18. The next move is 

to organize all the gudgeans, fools, and sim- 
pletons in the Republican party and get 


them, if possible, to nominate an independ- 


ent ticket. It is an old scheme. 
Gov. Altgeld worked a similar echeme, except 
that he selected the candidates himself, in the 
Roche-Cregier campaign in 1889. It was 
also worked last spring in the interest of the 
Democratic West Town ticket. 

Several days ago the Democratic Campaign 
committee inserted an advertisement in the 
Republican papers asking “ Republicans for 
principles, not for spoils, Independents, La- 
borites, and Reformers to send their names 
to Postoftice Box 1,412. The advertisement 
stated that it was the intention 
to hold a conference to devise ways 
and means to defeat the vicious element that 
controlled the Republican couaty convention. 
This echeme, it seems, did not work, so the 
Democratic committee flooded the Postoffice 
with circulars yesterday addressed to people 
who it thought might be displeased with 
the action of the convention.

Dear Sir: It must be apparent to you as a Re- 
publican who supported the great party of Lin- 
coln, Logan, Grant, and Garfield, because you 
have believed that party represented the pro- 

ressive aspirations for good government, that so 

ar as the ticket purporting to be the Cook 
County Republican ticket is concerned it is an 
amazing piece of presumption that pu 
licans should be compelled to either vote for that 
hybrid aggregation or for the Democratic ticket, 
or to lose the value of their franchise, 

Then it goes on to say that the clement 
which cuntrolled the convention represents 
the worst possible phase of municipal and 
county corruption. A good fat paragraph is 
devoted to sing ng the praises of those whose 
names were before the convention and were 
defeated. This is followed up by a denuncia- 
tion of those nominated and the insinuation is 
thrown out that their characters are not as 
good as they might be. In fact the circu- 
lar throws some mud at one or two 
candidates and makes statements that 
are absolutely false. The claim is made that 
the Swedish voters were not recognized. This 
is untrue. The Swedish voters were recog- 
nized not only in making the county nomina- 
tions, but in halt a dozen Senatorial conven- 
tions since held. Some abuse is then be- 
stowed upon some of the leaders in the con- 
vention. The general tone of the circular 
gives the scheme away toany one at all fa- 
miliar with the real facts. It closes by stat- 
ing that a meeting of old-time Republicans 
was recently heid, and it is proposed 
that if 5,000 names caa be secured to 
back the movement an independent tick- 
et will be placed in the field, The re.

TROUBLE OVER LINTON’S SPEECH. 


His Delivery as to Séctarian Schools Ob- 


jected to by Post masters. 
Wasuinaton, D. C., Aug. 6.—The speech of 


Representative Linton of Michigan on Sec- 
tarian Indian schools has brought out much 
correspondence with the Postoffice Depart- 
ment as to its circulation as a franked docu- 
ment. Mr. Linton recently received word 
that the Postmaster at Footville, Wis., de- 
clined to receive the speech on the ground that 
it was sent im bulk and could not 
afterward be separated for mailing to indi- 
viduals. The Congressman protested to Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General Craig, who di- 
rected the Postmaster to handle the speeches. 
Later the same Postmaster was notified by 
First Assistant Postmaster-General Jones not 
to handle the speech, on the ground that it 
contained printed matter. Tuis matter ap- 
peared on the last page and was the imprint 
of the printer and label showing that union 
printers had done the work. Mr. Linton pro- 
tested to the Postoftice Department, citing the 
fact that the speeches of many’ pro minent 
Senators and members were going through 
the mails with the printer’s imprint and the 
union tabel. He also stated that in case his 
speech was denied access to the maii he would 
protest against the mailing of speeches by 
Speaker Crisp and Chairman Wilson bearing 
similar imprints. As «a result of the protest 
the department ordered the speech admitted 
to the mail pending investigation of the al- 
leged advertisement. 


WANTS ALL SESSIONS TO BE PUBLIC. 


Important Bill Affecting the Conduct of 


Congressional Work. 
Wasuixetror, D. C., Aug. 6.—Representa-

Wasnincron, D. C., Aug. 6.—[Special.]— 
Chicago may get a hearing in the House of 
Representatives Wednesday in relation to the 
proposed new public building, that day hav- 
ing becn set apart by the Rules com mittee, as 
already indicated in these dispatches, for the 
consideration of bills reported from the Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds. At 
the outset, however, the friends of the Culcago 
proposition may encounter some opposition 
about bemg placed first on the list by the com- 
mittee as having the most meritorious bill be- 
fore the House, Every member of the com- 
mittee has some pet scheme for his 
own district which he will endeavor 
to get a favorable position for, and 
when the small-fry biiis are disposed 
of then it will be the time for the big fellows 
to have an inning. Chicago and New York 
have struck hands to secure not only recogni- 
tion but appropriations for buildings at these 
cities, Gotham wanting a new Appraiser’s 
warehouse, to cost a coupleof million dollars, 
while Chicago wants just twice this sum for 
its public building. ere is where a clash 
may come, for Speaker Crisp is notoriously 
opposed toany increase of expenditures by the 
PFifty-third Congress, and particularly in the 
line of public buildings. e has beer fight- 
ing strenuously against giving a day to the 
committee having charge of the public build- 
ings until it looked too late foranything to be 
accomplished at this session, but he has now 
consented to the report of the Rules commit- 
tee on this subject. 


Crisp May Change His Mind. 


From the fact that the two leadiag cities of 
the United States only ask for $6,000,000 
between them for the benefit of the business 
of the country it is likely, however, the Speak, 
er may find the temper of Congress will be in 
favor of prompt action in both cases. Friends 
of Chicago on the House side say that if the 
lower branch of the National Legislature will 
pass the McGann bill no time will be lost on 
the Senate side of the Capitol in obtaining 
concurrence in the action of the House. 
Senators Cullom and Palmer are both 
piedged to use their best endeavors to 
bring about this result, and New York’s Sen- 
ators have promised to help along the good 
work if they are afforded an opportunity. A 
plan of operations will be outiined at the 
meeting of the House Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds tomorrow, purticular 
attention béing paid to the matter of prece- 
dence in the bills presented for action. Just 
as soon as those measures least liable to ex- 
tended debate“are out of the way the Chicago 
and New York bills will be brought forward 
for consideration. Members of the Congres- 
sional delegation from Chicago and from I[ili- 
nois have been notified that such would prob- 
ably be tne course pursued, so that they could 
govern themselves in accordauce with this 
program. . 

Report on the McGann Bill. 


Nearly two months ago the Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds submitted a 
favorable report upon what is known as the 
McGann bill providing for the erection ofa 
government building at Chicago. In that 
proposition the Sécretary of the ‘Treasury was 
authorized and directed to cause to be erected 
upon the present Postoffice site, bounded by 
Adains, Jackson, Clark, and Dearborn streets, 
a commodious and sufficiently fireproof 
building for the use of the Postoffice and 
United States courts, United States Sub 
treasury, United States Collectors, and other 
necessary officers of the government not other- 
wise provided for, this building to be so con- 
structed as to occupy all the available 
area of the present site to the 
street lines on all sides and 
ali of the old material to be used in the new 
building as far as practicable and consistent 
with permaneft work. Within ninety days 
after the approval of the act of Congress the 
Supervising Architect of the Treasury should 
have prepared full and eomplete plans and 
specifications and detailed drawings, these 
plans being subject to the approval of the 
Postmaster-General, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the Attorney-General, after 
which the work should be publicly ddvertised 
for not less than one month and let to the 
lowest responsible bidder. In the specifica- 
tions fur the erection of the building it is to 
be required that the entire work shall be fin- 
ished and the building ready for occupancy 
within eighteen months after the approval of 
the contract.

IT IS A POLITICAL CRIME, 


Partisan Scheme to Admit New Mexico 
and Arizona=Should Be United, 

Boston Transcript: The Lower House of 

Congress has just passed an act enabling New 


Mexico to become a State with the same 


‘shameful haste that Arizona was rushed 


through last December. Durmg the parts of | 
two days while New Mexigo’s Statehood bill | 


was being read its consideratior was marked 
by an utter lack of investigation or protest 
by Eastern Republicans. The reason it was 
disposed of in sucha summary manner is 
that a Democratic House expects New Mexi- 
co as a State to return two Democratic Sen- 
atora and one Democratic Representative, It 
would be a disgrace to the Nation if a partisan 
trade should be permitted to have absolute 
sway when statesmanship should prevail. 

It is a dangerous policy to give to these 
sparsely settled desert and mountain Territo- 
ries whose future is problematical equal rep- 
resentation with the older States iu the 
United States Senate. It is a policy that 
bodes evil for the future. It will make the 
Senate a more unrepresentative body than 
the House of Lords, for that at least repre- 
sents immense capital interests all over the 
world. Whereas these Senators from West- 
ern States represent nothing but the monu- 
mental cheek of paltry constituencies. Mori- 
bund Nevada’s two Senators for 40,000 peo- 
ple are the shame of the Nation. 

There is stili an opportunity to prevent a 
repetition of such a political crime, When 
the bills of New Mexico and Arizona come 
before the Senate an uct should be passed 
reuniting the two Territories into one geo- 
graphical division and enabling it to enter 
the Union as one State. 

It was a peculiar military exigency of the 
civil war that caused the western counties 
of New Mexico to be cut off and made into a 
separate Territory.

Two transcontinental railroads traverse | 
these Territories in their northernjand zouthern | 
parts from east to wes}.. New Mexico has the 
main line of the Atchison system to El Paso, | 
Tex., crossing it from north to south, and Ari- | 
zona is about to have a blanch of the same | 
system connecting the two trunk lines. It is 
now no more difficult for the people of Ari- | 
zona to go toa capital in New Mexico than | 
for the people in Southern California totravei | 
500 to 600 miies to their capital at Sacra- | 
mento. The combined extent of Arizonu and 
New Mexico would only about equal Califor- 
nia, and be less than Texas. By the terms of 
the annexation treaty Texas had the right to 
be divided into five States, but the Lone Star 
State preferred to remain one powerful unit 
rather than to be divided into weak depend- 
encies. New Mexico. which was. originally 
about: the size of Texas, including parts of 
Colorado and Utah as well as Arizona, has 
now been divided into four parts, one of 
which, Colorado, is already a State, and the 
other three are clamoring for separate aud 
equal representation in Congress, 

If New Mexico and Arizuna were united as 


— — 
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could not compare with either of the two 
great States on their east and west—California 
and Texas. Theonly way these Territories 
can hope for substantial deve.opment is by 
irrigation. This is such a slow and expensive 
process, requiring the outlay of miliions, that 
it will be twenty-five years before there can 
be anything like material improvements, and 
a century before they will approximate fuil 
development. The miuing industry in either 
territory is not sufficient to afford a basis for 
Statehood. After thirty years’ delving in the 


$224,000 in silver bullion and $1,082,000 
in gold, while New Mexico could show but 
$627,000 in gold and siiver combined. Put 
all these figures together and they do not 
equal the output of what is considered the 
exhausted gold fields of the Black Hills in 
South Dakota, which amounted to $2,000,- 
000 last year. They shrivel to nothing com- 
pared with Colorado’s mineral product of 
324,000,000, Montana’s 514.000, 000 and 
California’s $10,000,000 in gold alone, 

These two Territories are naturally one po- 
litical divisicn. The towns of Southern 
Arizona are largely of the Mexican type, the | 
Mexican population amdunting to over. 11,- 
000. The two Territories are thus fitted to 
maintain similar institutions, support a pop- 
ulation with common interests, and te de- 
velop by slow degrees along the same lines. 


and New Mexico does not easily and quickly 
dispose of the matter. Such a union could 
not be effected at once; it would mean an in- 
definite postponement of Statehood. Their 
people have been growmg apart for thi:ty 
years. Their law courts have different pro- 
cedures. New Mexico follows the code of Na- 
poleon and the old Roman law, as in most 
tin countries; while Arizona, like 
the States, follows the Eng.ish com- 
mon law. This will necessitate form- 
ing a new code of laws. The two pro- 
posed State Constitutions are radically differ- 
ent, and another would have to be framed to 
cover the new conditions. Arizona’s in- 
solvency makes her an untit partner for more 
conservative New Mexico, and a means of dis- 
posing of her debt would have to be devised. 
The name New Mexico would have to be ap- 
lied to the »new Stute and the capital be in 
ew Mexico, which has four times tne popula- 
tion of Arizona. The fiery Spaniards would 
never consent to give up their name. They 
would vote against it—yes, and would fight. 
This virtually would be annexing Arizona to 
New Mexico. The united State, purged of 
the local blemishes of both Territories under 
a new Constitution and code of laws, would 
bring to the front tne strongest men of each 
part. The solution of this Statehood question 
only requires an act of Congress promulgat-

- Bynum, Springer, and Others Secure a Spe-

By a curious coincidence the Democrats have 

tomorrow, which is, the anniversary 

of the assembling of the special session of 
the present Congress, for a general caucus 
meeting, the avowed object of which is to de- 
clare that the party must either go back on 
its own platform or go before the country and 
ack owledge its inability to reform the Re- 
publican tariff. The call for the caucus came 
from Representative Bynum of Indiana, one 
of the members of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee. Mr. Bynum is a disappointed man in 


more than one way. and he has had it in tor 


Crisp an other Democratic leaders 
since the beginning of the session. 
He was at first left off the Ways and 
Means committee, and although he was sub- 
sequently reinstated he has never. forgotten 
the affront. So it was with fee ings of posi- 
tive joy he began today: the circulation of a 
call for a caucus with the avowed purpose of 
letting the conferrees know what the temper 
of the House is. That he represented a ma- 
jority of his party was seen by the eagerness 
with which Democratic Representatives hast- 
-ened to sign the call. Only thirty-five names 
were required, but over half a hundred were 
secured before the House adjourned. This 
indicates tlie extent of the revolt against the 
dictatorship of Speaker Crisp, Chairman 
Wilson, and the administration clique. 
‘ Official Summons Issued. 

Mr. Holman, Chairman of the Caucus com- 
mittee, was obliged to recognize the cail, and 
issued a formal announcement summoning 
the Democrats to u caucus at 3 v'ciock to- 
morrow afternoons This means, first of all, 
that there is no present hope of an agreement 
in the conference committee. Secondly, it 
shows that the effect of the President’s letter 
and the subsequent pressure applied by the 
administration is wearing away. The 
Senators are always better stayers than 
the’ Representatives, for they are not so 
immediately responsible to the people, and 
have a longer time between cumpaign drinks. 
There will be a battle royal tomorrow after- 
noon, and although it will be behind closed 
doors a House caucus is practicelly a town 
meeting. The sentiment of the House is 
overwhelmingly in-tavor of accepting the 
bill passed by the Senate and adjourning with- 
out further ado. The members are generally 
convinced the Senate will never give in, and 
they are now ready te take the Senate bill 
rather than no bill at all and trust to luck 
in explaining matters to their people. 
Bynum himself comes from a dis- 
trict where glass is king, and he was 
forced into voting for a tariff bill which 
struck a tremendous blow at the glass indus- 
try. One county in his district since the Wil- 
son bill was formulated flopped over from 
3.000 Demetratic majority te 1.000 on the 
Republican side. Mr. Bynum did the best he 
could in spite of party principle to have glass 
taken care of in the Senate, and he succeeded, 
admirably. The long months’ wrangling in 
the conference committee gave him the ex- 
cuse he wanted, and now he :will make an 
effort to discredit the four leaders on the 
Ways and Means committee who represent 
the House jn the conference. 

Springer Also Has a Grievance.

to month—by means of regulations prescrib- 
ing the amount necessary to make refined 
sugar,a scheme was discussed that 2 
obviate the difficulty. Secretary Carlisle, be- 
fore he lef: the city yesterday for a trip down 
the river, submitted the draft of an amend- 
ment, fixing the amount of raw sugar neces-

WORKING HARD FOR AN AGREEMENT. 


Report That Conferrees Adjourn in a More 
Placid Frame of Mind. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 6.— When the 
Democratic tariff conference adjourned today 
there seemed to be better feeling among the 
confertees than at the close of previous ses- 
sions. Members from both Houses an- 
nounced the committee had been working 
over the schedule and that progress 
was being made. but they did not 
iadicate when a report would be reached, 
though some of the conferrees expressed the 
opinion that an agreement was in sight. For 
a considerable portion of the day the Senators 
were not in the conference room, but it was 
stated that no significance was to be attached 
to fact, as they were working toward an 
agreement. These Senators occasiongily re? 
ired to the comwmitiee-room of nator 
est, and sometimes were in ‘consuita- 
tion with the Democratic managers in 
the room of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions. Considerable surprise was expressed 
by the conferrees when they learned that 
a call for a House caucus, had been issued, 
and it evidently was very distasteful to the 
House members, who had felt that they were 
beginning tosee an agreement. Mr. Mont- 
gomery said the caucus would make no dif. 
terence so far as he was concerned and he 
would continue the work he was engaged iu 
unless some action very different from that 
which he anticipated should be taken by the 
caucys. He said that whiie the caucus was in 
progress the conferrees would be at work. 


' Coal and Iron Discu<«sed. 


The coal and iron ore questions were con- 
sidered today almost to the exclusion of every 
other topic, and tne discussion proceeded upon 
a basis of the duty provided on these articies 
by the Senate amendments with the limita- 
tion of the time that the duty shall continue 
to four years. The House conferrees held out 
stubborniy for the entire recession of the 
Senate from its amendments; and there ap- 
pearing no possibility of reaching an 
understanding, the Senate  conferrees 
withdrew to a seperate room, leaving 
the House members to themselves. The day 
closed with a request on the part of the House 
conferrees that they be given until tomorrow 
to decide upon a line of action on the coal 
and iron ore 
granted. It not understood the House 
members have agreed positively to accept or 
to reject the Senate proposition tomorrow, 
but that it is possible that they may submit a 
counter proposition with the hope that it will 
be acceptable to the Senators. 

A member of the conference tonight said 
that with the coal and iron ore questions dis- 
posed of there would be, he thought, little 
more time remaining to reach an agreement 
on the entire bill. He admitted that there 
was a virtual understanding on all the other 
scheduies, including sugar, He also said the 
developments so far made indicated wide dif- 
ferences on coal and iron ore and had not 
been of a character to indicate an agreement 
at all. Still he was hopeful that common 
ground might be found on theee two articles, 


Meeting of a Special Quartet, 


The meeting today between Senators Caf- 
fery and Blanchard of Louisiana and Allen 
and Kyle, Populists, was intended to influ- 
ence the conference to grant a continuance of 
the sugar bounty for the present year. Sena- 
tor Caffery eaid after it concluded that none 
of the stories of threats by the Louisiana Sen- 
ators as to what they would do in case the 
bounty should not be granted had been justi- 
fied by anything he had said. I am tryi 
to do the best I can for my people,“ he said, 
but Iam making no threats.“ 

To the bounty it is understood that the 
members of the conference are unanimous.y 
opposed, or rather that tney take the 
ground that, as the bounty was not pro- 
vided for either in the Senate or .House bill, 
it is beyond their province to put it in. 

The interview given out tonight by Senator 
Voorhees, as the official head of the confer- 
ence, may change the, entire aspect of the 
proceedings “tomorrow, and it is not beyond 
the range of probabilities that it will prove to 
be the torch that will set aff an explosion in 
either the committee or the Senate tomorrow. 

Carlisle Gives Advice. 

Secretary Carlisle has recéntly been called 
into frequent consultation by individual mem- 
bers of the conference. He was called on Sat- 
urday night by a subcommittee of the con- 
ference and made certain suggestions concern- 
ing the administrative features of some of the 


‘proposed compromise features, and it is un- 


derstood that since the suggestions were re- 
ceived the conference has been considering 
their bearing upon the questions at issue. 
Touching the coai and iron ore questions 
it is understood the Senate conferrees 
have indicated a willingness to m a coa- 
cession in the way of time that the duty shall 
continue, but not to lessen the amount of 
duty provided in either case. The House 
members have not indicated a disposition to 
accept this concession and are understood to 
be holding out for the terms of the House bill 
on these items. 

The Louisiana Senators are demanding the 
continuation of at least a part of the sugar 
bounty for the, present year, but the prospect 
of the success Of this demand does not appear 
to be bright and there is an increase of the 
talk of passing a free sugar bill in case of the 
failure of the tariff bill, which is probably in- 
tended largely to bring the Louisiana Sena- 
tors into line. 


VOORHEES IS IN FAVOR OF YIELDING. 


Says the Senate Should Concede Free Coal 
and Free Iron Ore. 
Wasuinctron, D. C., Aug. 6.—Chairman 
Voorhees of the Senate Finance committee 
has been unable to attend the tariff confer- 
ences on account of ill-health, and is still con- 
fined to his house. He has not yet been heard 
from on the points now at issue among the 
conferrees. It has been assumed he stood 
with the Senate managers not only for the 
Senate duty on sugar, but also fora duty on 
coal and iron ore, He announced the contrary 
in ap interview with a reporter for the Asso- 
ciated Press who calied upon him at his house 
today. and asked for his views.

Springer, Bynum, Black of Illinois, Hooker, 
Geary, De Forrest, Enloe, Brickner, 
Washington, English, Bailey, Patterson, 
Sperry, Allen, McNagney, Martin, Maguire, 
and Cathcart. Intense feeling was developed 
as soon as the caucus move began. Members 
gathered in the lobbies and taiked excitedly 
tor and against the caucus. Representatives 
Strauss, Warner, and otners triendly 
to the administration denounced it as 
a “fire in the rear.“ Neither Speaker 
Crisp nor Chairman Wilson had been consulted 
as to the caucus, and it was recognized as di- 
rectly in opposition to their wishes. Repre- 
sentative Outhwaite. an associate of Speaker 
Crisp on the Committee on Rules, said: 
The caucus is not.indorsed by the Commit- 
tee on Ru.ez or by the conferrees, It is evi- 
dently against the House conferrees. Mem- 
bers of the Rules committee will probabiy 
enter the caucus, but I expect the conferrees 
will remain away in view of the fact that re- 
verse action by the caucus would be equiva- 
lent to a vote of want vf confidence.“ 

Representative Strauss. a close friend of 
Mr. Wilson, expr the opinion that the 
caucus would prove a boomerang. He be- 
lieved Mr. Wilson and the other conferrees 
and their friends would attend the caucus and 
undertake to carry it. With such men as 
Speaker Crisp, Chairman Wilson, Bourke 
Cockran, and others urging loyalty to tne 
house conferrees, Mr. Strauss did not think 
an antagonistic resolution would pass. He 
said also he expected the caucus would bring 
out some startling conference secrets, which 
would insure the conferrees support from the 
House. 

Messrs. Springer and Bynum make no con- 
cealment of the fact that the caucus is for the 
purpose of ending the contest by accepting 
the Senate bili. In this connection they 
quote a statement made to them by Senator 
Miils to the effect that further House resist- 
ance meant the killing of all tariff legislation. 


WANTS TO SETTLE CANADIAN CLAIMS. 


Secretary Gresham’s Proposition Touching 
the Demends of Seized Sealers. 


Wasuinaton. De C., Aug. 6.—Some time 
since Secretary Gresham submitted to the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Re.ations a 
proposition to settle the damages to Canadian 
sealers which were seized by United States 
vessels previous to the Paris arbitration. The 
amount of damages will have to be ascer- 
tained and the only question involved is 
the manner in which this is to 
be accomplished. It is probable a board will 
be created before which each person claiming 
damages will be allowed to present his claim 
and submit evidence in support of it. The 
United State« Government through the De- 
partment of Justice wiil lay before the board 
any evidence tending to show the defects of 
the claims, and take such steps as are neces- 
sary to prevent frauduient claims being as- 
sessed against the government. It is expected 
the Senate will adopt the details of a propo. 
sition of settlement before the end of the ses- 
sion. ä 


LOOKS DUBIOUS FOR THE CHICAGO BILL. 


Mr. Bankhead Says the Postoffice Measure 
Is Not Likely to Pass. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., Aug. 6.—[Special.]— 
„Of all the biils before our committee,“ said 
Chairman Bankhead, that in relation to 
Chicago’s public building is the most mer- 
itorious. It is unlikely, however, that any 
bills, of this character will be per- 
mitted to go through this Congress 
owing to the condition of the Treas- 
ury. At our .meeting tomorrow’ we 
will arrange plans for the order in which bills 
are to be considered, but 1 am doubtful if any 
of them will run the gantlet successfully: in 
the House.

Tariff Bill a Humbug.

NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


The Vatican Desires an Eariy Return of 
the Columbian Relies, 


Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 6.—Archbishop Ire- 
land of St. Paul, at the instance of the Papal au- 
thorities, has suggested to the State Department 
a desire for an early return of the Columbian 
relics from the Vatican, which have been in the 
custody of the department since their exhibition 
at the World's Fair. The department is in some 
straits about the matter, for it is pledged to carry 
the vuluable relics on aman-of-war, and the Navy 
Dopartment sees no chance to detail a ship for 
that service in the unmed:ate future. 


Mexico’s Marine Scheme, 


Mexico is starting to establish a merchant 
marine by offering ship builders bounties and 
other privile and the creation of a Depart- 
mentof Marine. An official decree published 
June 12 permits foreigners to acquire Mexican 
vessels without restrictions upon them or on the 
com position of its crews and prescribes the re- 
lations of the various bounties to be paid.

THIRTY FAMILIES BURNED OUT AND 


Fire Sweeps Through a Double Row of 
Brick Cottages on West Ohio Street and 
Metropolitan Place=It Consumes Kvery- 
thing Inflammable and Burns Itself 
OuteDestructive Fire in the Baseball 
Park in Philadelphia=—Uther Fires of 
the Day. 

Thirty families were driven from their 
homes yesterday afternoon by a fire which 


partly destroyed a double row of brick cot. 


tages on West Ohio street and Metropolitan 
place just east of West Fortieth street. The 
alley between the streets was filled with 
stables, coal sheds, summer kitchens, and 
out buildings, all of which were burned, 
There are sixteen houses on each side of the 
alley. The fire started at the west end of the 
row and swept eastward, fanned by a brisk 
breeze, until it consumed everything inflam- 
mable and burnt itself out. The nearest fire 
engines are several blocks away and before 
they could reach the spot the alley was a mass 
of flames and the fire rapidly spreading in the 
rear rooms of the houses on both sides, 
It required a hard fight to keep the fire from 
burning the whole row. As it was all the 
houses suffered some damage, which is esti- 


mated at from $200 to $500 each, including 


the outbuildings. The loss on the buildings 


was fully insured. 

The property is owned by a number of 
firms and individuals, among whom are: The 
Mayville Lime company, A. J. Stone, and W. 
B. Cunningham. The tenants are the greatest 
losers. Few of them carry any insurance and 
none escaped loss. Much of the furniture 
was smashed, burned, or otherwise destroyed. 
All of it was carried into the street or thrown 
from windows by overzealous and excited 
neighbors. Thieves were on the scene almost 
before the Fire Department and much 
of the property loss is due to them. 
Some who saved their turniture found their 
houses too much damaged to be occupied and 
were forced to find new quarters before night. 

In the panic which followed the alarm the 
women and children ran screaming into the 
street, while others made frantic at empts to 
save the burning property in the outbuildings. 
The wonder is that no one was killed or seri- 
ously injured. Mrs. D, Mulholland, No. 1815 
West Ohio street, fell down a flight of stairs 
while attempting to carry a heavy trunk, Her 
left ankle was sprained and her body severely 
bruised. No one else was reported injured. 
The police failed utterly to keep the crowd 
back, simply because the crowd was there 
first and outnumbered the coppers a hundred 
to one. 

There are several stories as to the origin of 
the fire. The most plausible explanation is 
that a number of children started it while 
playing with matches. One man says some 
boys were playing with a lighted lantern near 
the shed. It is supposed the lantern went out 
and that the boys started the fire while at- 
tempting to relight the lantern. The boys 
say the lamp was not lighted, but other 
boys were playing with matchesin the alley 
and that they started the blaze. 

It was sometime before any one thought to 
turnin an alarm, and then it was a longer 
time before the Fire Marshal could reach the 
place. When he did he immediately ‘turned 
in a second alarm, and for a half hour the en- 
gines continued to arrive. The gremen 
worked to a better advantage with axes and 
buckets than they could with hose.

When the overwilling crowd wanted 
to rushthrough the house and carry every- 
thing into the street Mrs. Murray calmly 


locked the door and told the crowd through 


the open window that she would carry out the 
household goods without assistance when she 
thought it necesssary. Then she moved 
everything of a portable nature to the front 
rooms and put a few things out on 
the front steps. She also found time to cat h 
a thief inthe act of stealing her husband’s 
razor and made him dropit by using a rolling- 
pin freely over his head. When the fire was 
all over nothing was damaged and supper was 
ready for Mr. Murray when he returned home 
from work. 


FIVE LIVES ARE LOST IN THE FLAMES. 


Farmer and Four Children Cremated in 
Their Home at Willmar, Minn. 
Wiunumar, Minn., Aug. 6.—The farm house 
of S. O. Ostensen of the town of Dover, about 
eight miles north of here, was burned to the 
ground at 2 o'clock this morning. Mr. Os- 
tensen and four children lost their lives in the 
flames. Mrs. Ostensen narrowly escaped 
cremation, but is crazed over the awful event. 
No one knows how the fire originated, but it 
is believed lightning was the cause and a 
fierce wind fanned the flames. 
Lob!, S. D., Aug. 6.—The house of George 
Johnson burned today and his two sons, aged 
14 and 20, lost their lives in the flames.

Total Loss Will Reach $20,000, with Prob- 
ably No Insurance.

THREE ACRES OF BUILDINGS BURNED, 


Fire at Marion, Ind., the Most Destructive 
in Its History=Other Fires. 

Marton, Ind., Aug. 6.—[Special.}]—The fire 
at this place yesterday afternoon proves to 
have been the most destructive that ever 
visited the city. Fuily three acres of business- 
houses and other establishments were swept 
uway. The fire is believed to have originated 
in Sweetser’s lumber yard, from which it 
spread to the planing mill, thence to the hard- 
ware store of that firm, and thence to the 
flouring mill of Mark, Burge & Lake. It was 
only afew minutes after the beginning of 
the fire that apparently it was beyond 
control. The efforts of the fire depart- 
ment were confined to the buildings that had 
not been attacked in order to prevent the 
spread of the flames. It was not until today 
that Marion knew how nearly it escaped a 
still more serious disaster. The capacity of 
the water-works was tested beyond its limit 
and the fact that there was not even greater 
destruction 1s due to the assistance rendered 
by the private fire protection of the Marion 
Pulp company, which turned the water from 
its pumps into the city mains and contributed 
a large amount of hose. Over twenty build- 
ings were destroyed. The firé occurred in a 
part of town covered with frame buildings. 
The loses wili reach over $60,000, with in- 
surance amounting to $37.000.

WHAT THEY GAINED BY THE STRIKE. 
The great strike against all the railroads 
centering in this city was formally declared 
‘off’ at a meeting of delegates Sunday aft- 
ernoon, Nominally two of the lines were ex- 
cepted, but on one of theig all the places va- 
cated by the strikers are filled and the other 
is in the hands of receivers appointed by the 
United States courts. With this ends the 
fight at the Stock-Yards, and the contention 
of the workers at Pullman is left just as it 
was before the American Railway Union un- 
dertook to interfere, except that the case of 
the Pullman men is much more hopeless than 
when they ** walked out three months ago. 
The long A. R. U. manifesto adopted Sat- 
urday was a confession of hopeless failure. 
It was couched in language skillfully intended 
to veil this fact as much as possible, and to 
give the United States courts the least hajd 
upon the lawless men who had engineered 
and actively carried out the movement to 
paralyze'the inter-State commerce of this 
country. But it shows that they know they 


| have blundered, and indicates that they knew 


this while from day to day issuing apparently 
confident bulletins that the boycott was pro- 
gressing to a speedily successful termination 
for them. The appeal is full of attemptel 
justification of their lawless acts in attacking 
the property and interrupting and deranging 
the business of corporations and merchants 
and manufacturers ana farmers who had 
done them no wrong. But all this is nothing 
more than the faint crowing of a rooster on a 
fence after it has been thoroughly whipped. 

What have these fellows gained by the 
strike? Absolutely nothing. They did not 
gain for the Pullman strikers the advance of 
wages demanded, or an arbitration of their al- 
leged grievances; nor even the appointment 
of a committee to consider if there was any- 
thing that could be submitted to arbitration. 
For themselves, or for such of them as held 
out to this most lame and impotent con- 
clusion,”’ they lost six weeks’ pay, and many 
of the latter ,will find they have lost much 
more than that, as their pluces have been 
filled and they will have to wait until they can 
find other situations elsewhere in these dull 
times. Furthermore, they have the grim 
satisfaction of knowing that their riotings 
and themselves were suppressed by the strong 
arm of the military; that their leaders 
are under indictment in the Federal 
court for grave offenses; that their 
atrocious conduct has saddled the taxpayers 
of this city with an additional load of debt, 
which many of the workingmen must help to 
pay; and that not a few employers are less 
able than before to conduct business enter- 
prises which were damaged by the strike. 
Also they have whatever satisfaction there 
may be in the knowledge that Tun Trreune 
told them just what would be the outcome of 
their wild, hot-headed course, and that the an- 
archistic papers, which they have read and 
commended because their editors encouraged 
them in their madness and folly, have un- 
seled them tu their serious injury. 


GOV. HOGG STILL GRUNTS. 

‘While the Debs insurrection was raging Gov. 
Hogg of Texas made a wild speech in which 
he assailed President Cleveland for sending 
United States troops to this city to enforce the 
laws of the United States, and in which he 
predicted that within a few weeke—the time is 
nearly up now—the wails of Chicago buildings 
would be spattered with the hearts, livers, and 
gore of citizens, blown to pieces by Anarchist 
bombs. Since then the Governor has made 
another speech, in which he: claims that the 
report of the first one wus incorrect in some 
respécts. In this last address he lays down 
his position as follows: 

Summarized, I maintain: 

1. That if the President's action was for the 
purpose of protecting Illinois against domestic 
violence he overstepped the Constitution, bo- 
cause neither the Legislature nor the Governor 
callod for his aid. 

2. That if he acted under the Revised Statutes 
to suppress an ‘insurrection there was none to 
suppress, and if there was he failed to test the 
ability of State authorities to quell it and ap- 
plied war measures in times of peace, con- 
sequently usurping constitutional prerogatives. 

3. That if be acted under the mandate of the 
Constitution to the effect that “he shall take 
care that the laws be faithfully executed” he 
violated his duties because he did not try to exe- 
cute laws.“ but supported an ‘‘omuibus in- 
junction just a day old that of itself overrode 
all law. | 

Firstly, the President's action was not taken 
for the purpose of suppressing what is called 
technically domestic violence,“ but for the 
protection of inter-State commerce and the 
movement of the mails. , 

Secondly, there existed in and around Chi- 
cago the equivalent of an insurrection. A 
combined and confederated body of men call- 
ing themselves the “American Railway 
Union were stopping inter-State commerce, 
were preventing the transportation of . the 
mails, were derailing locomotives, burning 
trains, resisting the execution of the laws of 
the United States, and defying the mandates 
of its courte. 

The insurrection was far more general and 
serious in its consequences than the one which 
occurred in Western Pennsylvania a hundred 
years earlier, which President Washington 
raised troops tosuppress by arms. The Penn- 
sy!vanians meddied only with internal reve- 
nue officers, who were collecting the taxes on 
whisky. The Debsites struck at the com- 
merce of a continent. Says ex-Senator Ingalls: 


Coming to Chicago I was held in that city as 
in acity held by siege. One of the rights of 
American citizens is a free migration. With me. 
when a prisoner of war in Chicago, there were 
thousands of men deprived of this right. 
The men who deprived us of that right do- 
served the same fate as the rebels of 1861. 1 
don't know if l ever before said anything lauda- 
tory of Grover Cleveland, tut, partisan as 1 am, 
I say that when the President ordered the army 
to open the gates of traffic he did one act for 
which every citizen should be thankful. 


Nor did the President fail to test the abil. 
ity of State authorities to quell this insur. 
rection. He waited for A'tgeld and Hopkins 
to act. Neither did so, and hence, mindful of 
his oath of office, and heedful of the rights of 
his fellow-citizens, he acted, and won the 
praise of all good citizens. When the strike 
was going on Gov. Hogg was in Texas. Had 
he been here he would have been famil- 
iar with the facts and might have used ditfer- 
ent language. “oy 
’ Thirdly, the President did try to execute 
the laws. The injunction which the strikers 
disregarded was an order to thein to obey the 
Federal laws. They detied it contemptuously. 
They set themsefves above the laws of the 
Nation, They said that ‘hey, the boycotters, 
and nok the courts. were the parties to decide 
what the law was and whether it should be 


THE DWINDLING GOLD RESERVE. 
Some folks at Washington are figuring out 


that there is little hope of replenishing the 
gold reserve by an increase of custotns duties 
in the next few months. They say that if the 


tariff bill passes the action now will come 
too late to permit any considerable amount 
to be realized from importatiors for the fall 
trade, that the taxes have been paid on some 
13 million galions of whisky, and that there 
is now in the country a six-months’ supply of 
sugar. These considerations may be of use 
in speculating upon the revenues of the near 
future, but they have little to do with the ques- 
tion of gold reserve, so long as that was not 
further diminished by taking out of it 
money to meet the deficit of revenue. 
For practically no gold now is received in 
payment of cuetoms duties. The current pay- 
ments at the Port of New York consists of 80 
per cent of silver paper and 20 per cent of 
greenbacks, with hardly a trace of gold. The 
Treasury is paying out gold on demand, this 
for the purpose of maintaining the parity, 
which would suffer in cese of refusal, and is 
receiving none, whereas nearly one-quarter of 
the customs dues of a year ago were paid in 
gold, The banks of New York City are pay- 
ing out no more gold than they can help and 
are leaving to the Treasury the prospect of 
verifying the old proverb about emptying the 
meal tub by often taking out and putting 
none in. : 

Unless it be rendered obligatory on import- 
ers to pay in gold a certain percentage, say 
one-third, of the duties they have to pay, 
there is nothing for it but to make another 
bond issuc. Under present conditions the 
tariff will not fill up the reserve, neither will 
the payments of internal revenue. The Presi- 
dent is said to be considering the advisability 
of this and almost to have determined upon 
it unless Congress should pass a prohibitory 
resolution before adjournment. It is be- 
lieved in well informed circles that notwith- 
standing the scarcity of gold in the circulation 
there would be no difficulty in placing bonds 
to any reasonable amount at about the same 
premium as was paid last February, that 
realizing to the government nearly 58 mill- 
ions for the 50 millions of bonds issued, 


though all was not paid in gold, Cortainly 


there should be no difficulty in selling more 
bonds when those put out six months ago are 


RIOTERS HEDGING. 

The author of the American 
Union’s address to the voters says: 

We further submit that the American Railway 
Union has not interfered with inter-State com- 
merce and the carrying of the mails, and further- 
more that neither the directors nor the officers 
had the power to sointerfere on behalf of the 
American Railway Union, as all such questions 
are submitted to each local union. 


If this be so, who did interfere? What men 
or what body of men tied up the trains 80 
that no one could travel. no freight could be 
carried, and the mails could not reach their 
destinations? Those unpleasant things hap- 
pened in Chicago and elsewhere and it seems 
to have been the opinion of the Federal grand 
jury from the telegrams and other evidence 
submitted to it that the A, R. U. was the 
offender. Its mouthpiece says the jurors 
were tnistaken. Then who did the 
mischief? Who caused that great com- 
motion of last month, and who should be in- 
dicted for it? Was it Gompers, or was it 
Sovereign, or some anonymous labor leader 
who uses Debs, Howard, and the rest of them 
as his tools? Can it be that there were no 
American Railway Union meetings at Uhlich’s 
Hall, where the boycotters were urged to 
etand firm,“ and the strike would soon be 
won’’? Can it be that Debs did not make that 
Terre Haute speech in which he said he had 
the railroad managers Wwhipped, and “as a 
consequence inter-State commerce knocked 
end wise, until President Cleveland came 
into the game ? 

The truth is, the lawyers for the indicted in- 
surgents told them to be careful not to have 
in their manifesto any admission that their 
union had been guilty of any criminal uct. 
Hence this brazen denial and disclaimer of 
criminality. To make the job complete he 
author of the address should have denied that 
there had been any strike, or boycott, or riots, 
or that the roads had been interfered with 
at all.

AUSTIN BLAIR OF MICHIGAN. 

The death of ex-Gov. Blair of Michigan 
takes away another of those notable men 
known as War Governors,” to whose fore- 
sight, determination, and warm support of 
Mr. Lincoln in his efforts for the suppression 
of the webellion the country owes so much. 
He was Governor from January, 1861, to 
January, 1865, or practically during the en- 
tire war, and what he did during that period 
entitled him to be ranked with Andrew, Mor- 
ton, Kirkwood, and those other able men 
whom the Republican party was fortunate 
enough to place at the head of State govern- 
ment in the North just prior to the breaking 
out of the rebellion. 

Like many other Governors Mr. Blair saw 
that the quotas of his State were filled prom pt- 
ly. The National Government never found 
Michigan a laggard. But in one respect he 
showed a wise firmness which other Governors 
did not imitate. One of the constant com- 
plaints of Generals lke Sherman was that 
new regimental organizations were being 
formed continually, while what should have 
been done was to till up the old ones, reduced 
often to skeletons by battie or sickness. It 
was as apparent to the commanders at 
the front as to intelligent men at 
home that the only sensible policy 
was to place the recruits in old regi- 
ments, so that they might learn from 
men already disciplined and trained what 
they had to do and how best to take“ care of 
themselves. But the men at home who wanted 


to go to the field as Colonels or Captains 


without having to fight their way up brought 
all thetr influence to bear with the Governors 
against Sherman's policy. For reasons 
which were largely political they generally 
carried their point. But Gov. Blair stood 
firm for the wiser method. He put 88,000 
men into forty-seven regiments, instead of 
putting them into double that number, 
and thus contributed greatly to giving the 
Michigan regiments the high reputation for 
efficiency they enjoyed. 

Mr. Blair was not a new, untried man when 


the Republicans of Michigan made him their 


candidate for Governor in 1860. A Henry 
Clay Whig in 1844, his anti-slavery feelings 
caused him to leave that party, and in 1848 
he became a Free Soiler.. No sooner was the 
Republicaa party fotmed in the State in 1854 
than he joined it, and wus one of its ablest and 
most active inembers. By 1860 he had be- 
come the trusted teader of his party. After the 
close of the war he served in Congress 
for three terms, and might have remained 
there longer if some of the measures of 


Chicago roads except the Santa Fé and the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois, The men who 
quit those two roads say they have grievances, 
chiefly about pay. Then why do not they go 
to work sensibly tu get them redressed? The 
Santa Fé is in the hands of a receiver appoint- 
ed by the United States Court. If the receiver 
does not pay the men promptly or does not 
pay them what he ought to why do not they 
lay the facts before the Judge to whom the re- 
ceiver is responsible. The employés of the 
Union Pacific appealed to Judge Caldwell, 
and they got what they asked for. Why do 
not the Santa Fé men pursue that course in- 
stead of persisting in keeping up a dead 
strike“? As forthe men who work on the 
Eastern Illinois who complain because their 
wages were cut down a little last April. But 
that reduction met with the approval of the 
heads of those old, regular railway organiza- 
tions which Debs has been trying to break 
up. Dissatisfied with the action of those 
heads the employés went pell-mell into Debs’ 
organization and a strike.“ Why did not 
they resort to the O'Neill law instead? They 
might at least have tried it. If the road had 
agreed to arbitrate then there would have 
been a peaceful settlement. If it had refused 
to do so the men would have stood in a much 
better light than they do now.

It is not surprismg that Debs should an- 
nounce repeatedly that he never will be the 
leader of another strike. He must have be- 
come satisfied that his bulldozing method 
costs the country altogether too much, and 
that it cannot afford to allow a man who can 
damage it to the tune of eighty-one millions 
in lees than two months to be perniciously 
active all the time. A year of civil war ac- 
tivity on the part of Debs if allowed to play 
at that game would cost the United States a 
billion dollars. It may be flattering to Debs’ 
vanity to reflect that he has done an amount 
of mischief which it would take a contribu- 
tion of rather more than ten dollars apiece by 
every mat in the United States who belongs 
to a labor organization to make good, but he 
must see that he can do that thing but once, 
and in that one game he has already played 
himself out. Other individuals who are am- 
bitious to be leaders of strikes should under- 
stand that the country will deal with them 
more roughly than it is gomg to with Debs if 
they try tc imitate his destructiveness.

Some of the labor leaders seem to talk as if 
they think by united action at the polls the 
workers could force the employers of capital 
to do just what night be dictated by the labor 
organizations. Suppose they should try it on 
a storekeeper, insisting that he sell them 
goods at prices which would net him a loss. 
Perhaps they might force him to part with 
the stock on hand when the first effort was 
made, but they would have no power to com- 
pel him to lay in anogher stock of goods, to be 
parted with on the same terms. The opera- 
tion soon would cease of itself. The idea 
suggests a story told a few years ago of a man 
who decided to build a factory at a named 
place, nad the plans drawn, and made some 
preliminary contracts for material and ma- 
chinery.

They received the very short but comprehen- 
sive reply: After I have been toa lunatic 
asylum. Not before.

USE OF THE FEDERAL ARMY. 


Right of the President to Order Troops Inte 
States Where There Is Rioting. 


Vicny. July 22.—{Editor of the New York Her- 
ald. }—The denial of the right of the President to 
order, or prevent, any part of the Federa! army to 
be used as was used in Chicago, which las, here 
or there, been so passionately made, goes deeper, 
think, than has been general] appreciated.

She then recalled 
him to his post on the ground that he was a 
necessity to China. 

He is a very old man, over 70 years of age, and 
yet he is still, as years ago, the most prominent 
figure in China, the master ot everything there, 
and much more an Emperor than the young man 
who lives in Pekin and is called the Son of 
Heaven, but is nothing more than à mere figure. 
Li Hung Chang is not only the Viceroy but also 
the President of the Grand Council of the Em- 
pire, the chief of the armies and the grand ad- 
miral of the fleets, without mentioning his twenty 
other titles. * 

The Viceroy has kept souvenirs of his meet- 
ings with Gen. Grant, whom he considered one of 
the world’s great men. He has in his parlor a 


magnificent painting of the General, and always 


speaks of him in terms of the greatest admira- 
tion. He thinks a great deal less of ex-President 
Harrison, whom he s&id was the worst President 
the United States ever had, a man whom all 
Chinese ought to hate. 

He does not live in Pekin, but has his palace in 
Tien-Tsin (ninety miles from the capital), where 
he is surrounded by his armies, and has his fleet 
near at hand. 

A man cannot possibly rise so high as has Li 
Hung Chang without making a great many ene- 
mies, especially when that man is the champion 
of progress in a country where the great majority 
of the people are altogether against modern 
civilization. All the Viceroys of the different 
Chinese provinces are jealous of his success and 
great reputation. 

The army of Li Hung Chang, composed of 
about 40,000 men magnificently armed with 
modern weapons and drilled according to Euro- 
pean tactics, can be regarded as as fine a body 
of soldiers as could be found anywhere in the 
world. Most of them are tall, well-built men of 
the Manchuria Mountains. They are able to 
stand any amount of fatigue and ought to” be 
more than a match for the Japanese soldiers. 
Some two years ago, when a body of nearly 200,- 
000 rebels marched from the north to Pekin, 
with the idea of overthrowing the government, 
the Emperor of China sent his best Pekin troops 
against them, but they were quickly defeated. 
Everything. indeed, seemed to be lost, when Li 
Hung Chang sent to the front his well-drilled 
troops, who defeated the Chinese rebels. Thus 
Li Hung Chang saved the monarchy, which he was 
accused of wishing to overthrow. 

Ever since the soldiers have been fighting in 
the northern part of China. getting a magnificent 
experience in modern warfare, which will be a 
great help to them at the present time.

But neither by analysis nor 
analogy can we conciude that the activity of 
the universe began only when man began to 
evolve on the inconsequent and diminutive: 
sphere known as the earth. We may not con-

Lick telescope disclosed in the Miiky Way 
alone—are only celestial lanterns hung out to 
illuminate terrestrial night. A wider knowl- 
edge sustains the conclusion that other worlds 
long preceded ours and shall long continue | 
when the fretted fabric that we call our 
globe shall have passed away. We may, 
then, dismiss some of our early conceptions 
and grasp the fact that terrestrial creation, 
instead of ranking asthe eventin the econ- 
omy of the universe, was only one in an eter- 
nal train of minor incidents. What else may 
be the meaning of that illimitable and infinite 
field of space where giows diffusing light and 
heat, the countless hosts of colossal suns, 
which, we are compelled to acknowledge, 
must radiate their light and heat, and must 
diffuse these into systems that must evoke 
them? 

And when the great Chicago telescope is 
completed, when we may explore the added 
area and possess the added intensity and the 
stellar revelations come nearer to us, and 
when, beyond that telescopic achievement 
come others in the coming century with still 
farther and keener sight, who may be able to 
grasp but a little of the great significance | 
that may be unfolded? :

IN FEAR OF SMALLPOX. 


Milwaukee People Complain of the Isola- 
tion Hox<pitaleCream City News, 

Mitwavkeg, Wis., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—As 
aresuit of the smallpox riot yesterday the 
residerts of the Eleventh Ward held a mass- 
meeting today and demanded that the 
use of the present isolation hgspital 
as a place for caring for small 
pox patients be discontinued. It is charged 
the isolation hospital is overcrowded and not 
enough nurses are employed. The resolutions 
demanding that the hospital be removed 
were presented to the Common  Coun- 
cil tonight. Some people threatened to 
blow the building up. There ure no screens 
in the windows of the hospital, which is in the 
heart of a thickly populated district. The case of 
Dr. McNamara, who was allowed to fall out 
of a window last week, has aroused the people 
The Common 
Council tonight ordered a special committee 
to at once see if land can be secured outside 
of the city for the purpose of erecting 
small cottages where smallpox patients can 
be treated. The heaith officers were to make 
another attempt today to remove Elena Kel- 
ber, the child at No. 632 Arthur street, over 
whose removal the riot of yesterday. oc- 
curred. But on the advice of Mayor Koch it 
was deemed best not to make the attempt 
until such time as the anger 
of the people in that neighborhood subsides, 
Complaints are numerous about the way in 
which the health officials handle smailpox pa- 
tients and the bad treatment received at the 
isolation hospital. The employés of the 
Health. Department are burning the bed- 
clothes of smallpox patients in the streets 
and the back yards. The result is that feath- 
ers are carried in all directions by the wind. 

Smalipox seems to be spreading with great 
rapidity on the South Side, and a special 
meeting of the Council may be called to take 
immediate steps to have all cases removed 
from the city. The State Board of Health 
has taken notice of the serious conditions in 
this city and has asked the Councilto take 
immediate action. 

President Rauschenberger of the Common 
Council at the meeting tonight introduced a

SYNOPSIS ON ANTI-ANARCHIST BILL 


Provisions ofthe Measure Against Alien 
Reds Passed by the Senate. 

’ Wasurneton, D. C., Aug. 6.—The anti- 
Anarchist bill passed oy the Senate today was 
sent to Congress.witha favorable recommend- 
ation by Secretary Carlisle and was accompa- 
nied by a report opposing the bill of Repre- 
sentative Stone of Pennsylvania, which the 
House passed, providing for the Consular in- 
spection of immigrants at foreign ports. The 
Senate passed the bill as a substitute 
for the Stone bill 
this disagreement 
ference was ordered. 
section provides that no alien Anarchist shall 
be permitted to land at any port in the United 
States, but this provision shali not be so cor- 
strued as to exclude political refugees. The 
bill provides for hearings in the cases of land- 
ing of reported Anarchists, and in case the 
charges be proved the Secretary is authorized 
to send the accused back to the country 
whence he came. The bill also pro- 
vides for the deportation of any unnatur- 
alized foreign born persons who upon a trial 
in any court, shall appear to the Judge of the 
court before which he is tried to be an An- 
archist. It also provides a system of inspec- 
tion of other immigrants by authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to appoint at such 
ports of departure as he may deem necessary 
an immigrant inspector, whose duty it shall 
be to inspect passengers embarking for the

To Americanize Labor. 

MICHIGAN Crrr. Ind., Aug. 5.— [Editor of The 
Tribune. — The discussion of the difficult prob- 
lems confronting the American people for solu- 
tion leads me to submit for the consideration of 
your readers a suggestion of along step toward 
the solution of the labor question, the immigra- 
tion question. and the question of municipal gov- 
ernment. The influence of the American protect- 
ive tariff toward the efevation of American wages 
has been greatly modified by the discriminating 


tariffs of foreign countries against American . 


products, by the importation of contract labor, 
and by the influx of a very undesirable tough 
element from foreign cities into our mining dis 
tricts and into the lower wards of our cities, 
largely the latter, which circumstance menaces 
municipal governments, and through them the 
stability of American institutions themselves. 
The reciprocity feature of the tariff law over- 
comes the foreign tariff discriminations, and the 
contract labor law amended and rigidly enforced 
would be important in preventing the unscrupu- 
lous employer from taking unfair advantage of 
American workmen in the matter of wages. But 
the unfair competition in the labor market can- 
mot be done away with nor pure munieipal gov- 
ernment be secured as long as the very low dual.

facturing industries and other corporate enter 
rises. .

ACTED IN COLLUSION. 


GEORGE MARTIN'S CHARGE AGAINST 
STATE’S-ATTORNEY’S OFFICE. 


Alleges in a Cireuit Court Bill That 
Kern, Bottam, and Others Conspired to 
Get Possession of $10,000 Worth of His 
Property on a Forfeited Bail Bond 
He Wants What Cash Is Due Him Paid 
Gas Trust Sues the City for $170,000 
other Municipal News. 


George Martin makes charges against 
State’s-Attorney Kern, Assistant Stete’s-At- 
torney Bottum, E. K. Grant, Z. C. Spencer, 
and William MacLaugblin in a Circuit Court 
bill filed last night. The defendants are ac- 
cused of acting in'collusion for the purpose 
of getting possession of complainant's prop- 
erty. Martin says he was bondsman in the 
Criminal Court for one John Wherley in the 
sum of $2,000, but claims Wherley de- 
faulted when his case was called and the bond 
was forfeited. The Sheriff offered for sale 
his property scheduled on the bond worth 
$10,000, complainant says, but Wherley was 
reurrested. Then the bill states Grant,Spencer, 
and MacLaughiin negotiated with State’s- 
Attorney Kern and Assistant State’s-Attorney 
Bottum for the settlement of the bond for 
5200 in cash and the transfer of lots worth 
$1,800. Complainant claims to have paid 
Grant the amount for Kern and Bottum, but 
says the State's-Attorney's office is now de- 
claring the claim unsettied. Martin charges 
that some of the parties have changed the 
deeds and allowed his entire property to be 
sold, also retaining the $200 in cash. Com- 

lainant says he believes the escape of Wher- 
ey and hisown going on the bond was the 
result of a conspiracy to gain his property. 
The court is asked to declare the bond agree- 
ment a fraud and to order defendants to pay 
to complainant such a sum as may be found 
due him. 


GAS TRUST SUES THE GITY FOR $170,000. 


Bill Is for Light for City Hall and Street 
Lamp Defense Not Decided. 

Suits aggregating $170,000. were begun 
aguinst the city yesterday in the Circuit Court 
by the gas companies. The claims are as fol- 
lows:

The plaintiff’s claims are for gas furnished 
the City Hall and street lamps. The last ap- 
propriation for gas services was not sufficient 
to meet the bills and the city has no funds 
now on hand to pay the claims. Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Zeisler said last night: 
“Ido not know the policy the city will 
adopt in the defense of these suits and, as the 
city has a good deal of time to think over the 
matter, the decision will not be announced 
soon. But there are several defenses that 
might be put up in cases, For 
instance, we could set forth that the bill is 
from a trust and that as trusts are illegal the 
city is not bound to pay. But by doing this 
the city would invite the companies 
to shut off the supply of gas and they 
would be justified in refusing to furnish 
the city with gas. The contract of the city 
with the gas companies does not bind the city, 
and it can be thrown over at any time. But 
it does bind the companies to pay 3 per 
cent of their gross receipts to the city on con- 
dition that the city continue to take gas from 
them, and that the city does not contest the 
legal standing of the companies. If the city 


set up the claim chat they are a trust then the. 


companies could refuse to pay the per cent of 
their gross receipts as well as to refuse to 
furnish the city with gas. Another and a 
complete defense would be that the City 
Council did not appropriate enough to pay 
the amount of the bill for gas for the last 
quarter of the year 1893. No money can be 
collected from the city or any similar corpora- 
tion unless an amount sufficient to pay it has 
been appropriated for that purpose. Then 
the case may be allowed to go by default, and 
then the companies will have to wait the re- 
quired time before the judgments can be col- 
lected, end even then untii the appropriation 
is made to cover these old bills.“ 


MR. RUBENS WILL STEP DOWN DEC. 1. 


Mayor Hopkins Announces Thatthe Corpo- 
retion Counsel Has Rex«<igned. 

Mayor Hopkins announced yesterday after- 
noon that it is the intention of Corporation 
Counsel Harry Rubens to resign his office 
Dec. 1. It is known that for some time the 
Corporation Counsel has threatened to resign, 
but the wishes of the Mayor have kept him 
from taking any such action. Now, however, 
he is determined to resign and will ask that 
his successor be named to take hold of the 
office not later than Dec. 1.

Mr. Rubens has notified me that he will re- 
sign, but has not sent in his resignation as 
yet. Ihave heard nothing of the rumor that 
Assistant Counsel Palmer is to follow Mr.

“CRACKS” TO COM! TRE 


ARMY EXPERTS TO TRY THEIR RI. 
_PLES AT FORT SHERIDAN. 


Regular Shoot, Postponed on Account of 
the Strike, Will Be Held the Last of 
August and the First of September- Last 
Records for the Springfield, the New 
Rifle to Come into Use for the Next 
Tournament = Field Operations Near 
Evanston Practically Assured, . 


It will be the latter days of August before 
the army target competitions begin at Fort 
Sheridan range. Originally it had been 
ordered that the marksmen were to report at 
Fort Sheridan yesterday and that the work at 
the targets should begin next week. The Debs 
insurrection upset these plans, however, and 
the War Department rescinded the order, post- 
poning the competitions without date. 

Now that the war is over, it is considered 
desirable to begin the competitions as «oon as 
possible without interfering with the brigade 
field practice, which is projected for the 
troops now in camp at Fort Miles. Gen. 
Miles has submitted to the War De. 
partment that Ang. 22 to Sept. 4, 
would be a good time for the 
competition of the Department of the Mis- 
souri. Following this cfter an intervai of a 
day or two will be the cowpetition of the best 
shots in the whole army for the army medals, 
This latter competition is held at Fort. Sheri- 
dan every other year. 

This year the competition will be all the 
more interesting because it will probably be 
the last time that the old Springfields will be 
used, By next year it is expected nearly the 
whole army will be equipped with the new 
Krag-Jorgensen magazine rifles. There is a 
large supply of these a.ready on hand at the 
armory, vut the serving of them to the troops 
will be heid back until this year’s targetprac- 
tice is done. These wicked machines, with 
their long, slim, 30-caliber steel-cased bul- 
lets, will make a great changes in the 
whole system of army target practice, 
The records made by the Springfields this 
year will be of great value asa basis of com- 
parison with the new style of rifle which is to 
sacceed them. 


Shoot at Soldiers in silhouette. 


The competitions at the Sheridan range will 
be picturesque and intere-ting. even to peo- 
ple who do not know a service cartridge from 
a Whitehead torpedo. The work of the men 
at skirmish firing is especially pretty to look 
upon. meu fire in groups of eight or 
ten. Each has three targets in front of bim. 
These targets are queer objects, made of iron 
frames, covered with laced canvas and then 
pasted over with black paper. The central 
one represents the exact profile of a soldier 
standing in a firing position. To the right of 
this figure, at one yard’s distance, is a simi- 
lar sishouette, representing the figure of a 
man kneeling. To the left is a representation 
ofa marksman prone onthe ground—a ta- 
vorite skirmish firing position. 
firing party starts at the 600-yard 
line. Each tran wears regulation fatigue 
uniform, carries a service rifle that must 
have no file marks or any alterations what- 
ever on the sights, and is equipped with ex- 
actly forty rounas of cartridges iu his web belt. 
Behind each marksman is a spotter and to 
each pair of them there is an officer to watch 
the work. The men start at quick time and 
increase their pace to double time alter a few 
yards. The bug.e sounds halt—the next iné 
stant it s*ngs ‘‘ commence firing.’’ Each man 
pulls up, drops as best suits hie fancy, and 
blazes away as often as he can at whichever 
ot the targets he chooses. In exactly thirty 
seconds the bugle sounds “vease firimg.”’ 
With its first note all the men must 
spring up, start again at double quick, 
and run uutil the firing signal 
comes again. There are tive halts for firing 
between the start at 600 yards and the 200- 
yard line. Here the. bugie sounds to the 
rear, and the men retreat, haiting five times 
again on the way back. Each man is sup- 
posed to have used his forty cartridges by the 
time he gets back. How many times the man 
fires at each halt or which target he chooses 
is a matter of his own selection. 

The work has developed so.ne wickedly ex- 
pert shots. The crack men usually stuff their 
mouths full of cartridges as they run and feed 
their Springfields from there instead. of from 
the belt. The wise ones usually fire one long 
range shot at the first halt, about two at the 
second, increasing to nine or ten at the fourtn 
and fifth halts when the range is short and 
sure, Ten shots in thirty serunds with the 
single firing Springfield 1s doing fairly hot 
work. 

And the way they riddle those silhouettes! 
A hit on the standing figure counts 3, one on 
the kneeling one 4, and on the prone figure 5. 
The highest possible score to be made in one 
runis 200—that is forty hits on the prone 
figure. The army record is 180—that is thirty- 
six hit on this little back target out of f rty 
shots made on the jump. Lieut, N. J. O’Brien 
of the fifth Infantry made that remarkable 
record three years ago at Fort Leavenworth. 
Lieut. O’Brien is at Fort Sheridan now, his 
company being detailed to guard Gen. Miles 
camp on the edge of the bluff. The record 
has been equaled since by Sergt. O' Rourke of 
the Fifteenth Infantry and by Capt. Aiken of 
the IIlinois National Guard. 3 

The firing at known distances is not so in- 
teresting to the outsider. This is done at a 
square target 6x6 feet witha bullseye 8x10 
inches. The men begin at 200 yards! and 
fire ten shots each, off hand, then ten eel. 
inc at 300 yards, ten more prone ay 500 
yards, and ten in any lying position at 600 
yards. The whole work consists of two days’ 
preliminary firing at known distances, one 
day at preliminary skirmish firing, and then 
two days’ record work at each style. The 
total of possible points is 800. The arimy’s 
record, 646, was made by Farrier Andrew 
Kaiser of Troop H, Sixth Cavalry, at Fort 
Wingate in New Mexico in 1889. 5 


In the Cavalry Competitions. 8 


The cavalry competitions, by the way, are 
held separately from the infantry, but sre un- 
der the same regulations except that carbines 
are used and that the skirmish runs begin at 
500 yards. There is also pistol practice in 
the cavalry—this inakes another pretty sight. 
The men, riding their horses at a gallop, are 
allowed five shots each at silhouettes of f:ot- 
men arranged in line and en échelon. Then 
they are given five shots each at figures of 
horsemen similarly arranged, as weli as, dis- 
mounted practice at twenty-five and fifty 
yards range. 

There are departinent competitions every 
fall in each of the seven departments and 
three cavalry competitions—at Bellevue; Win- 
gate, and Sheridan. The men for these sem: 
petitions are selected, one enlisted man from 
each company, band, or *‘non-com.””’ staff on 
their own applications made to the company 
officers. e man who wishes to co te 
must have attained the rank of 8 
There are also sent two officers from each 
regiment, and also such “ distinguished marks- 
men as desire to compete on the army 
team. The man who makes the 
highest average wins a gold medal, 
which becomes his personal property. The 
next three are awarded silver medals and the 
next six bronze medals. The h.ghest’ five 
men in the competition constitute the depart- 
ment’s quota for the army competition.“ Any 
distiuguished marksman who makes a score 
equal to any of there five is also inclu in 
the quota, although he may not be eligi le to 
contest for the department medais. 

The army competition—he.d biennially at 
Fort Sheridan—is conducted on abogt t 
same style as the department com pegition. 
The winner receives a gold medal of thy first 
class, which marke him as the best shot zu the 
United States army, and there are also three 
gold medals gef the second classé and 
six silver dais ot the third @lass. 
The distinguished marksmen also compete 
among themselves for one gold and two sil- 
ver medals. The first-ciass medal at the last 
competition was won by Lieut. J. C. Gregg 
of the Sixteenth Infantry.

Men Are Turned Away. 


Two thousand mon applying for work at the 
Stock Yards were sent away yesterday.

AGAINST JUDGE RICKS 


MEMORIAL FOR IMPEACHMENT PRE. 
SENTED IN THE HOUSE. 


It Details the Charges Preferred by Labor 
Leaders, and Is Referred to the Judiciary 
Committee—Congressman Johnson Has 
a Heated Interview with Attorney-Gen- 
eral Olney Touching the Affair—Striking 
Brakeman Is Arrested for the Murder of 


an Engineer. 

Wasuinetox, D. C. Aug. 6.—The House 
spent most of the day debating the Senate 
amendments to the Indian appropriation bill 
providing for the ratification of the treaties 
with Nez Perce, Yakima, and Tuma Indians, 
but no vote was taken. 

Mr. Johnson of Ohio presented the me- 
morial of the Central Labor Union of Cleve- 
land, O., praying for the impeachment of 
United States District Judge Ricks of Ohio, 
and it was referred to the Judiciary 
committee. The memorial is a voluminous 
document giving in detail the charges 
that the Judge between Sept. 19, 
1889, and Dec. 27, 1891, converted to his 
own use various sums aggregating $1,558. 
It charges that the Judge “has shown him- 
self to be a person wholly unfitted properly 
to perform the duties and maintain the dig. 
Lity and character of said judicial office, and 
that he isan unsafe and dangerous person to 
be intrusted with the peta tor merge of the im- 
portant duties thereof and that the public 
welfare requires that he be removed.“ Copies 
of the records of the court giving in detail the 
sums alleged to have been misappropriated 
ate appended. 

Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., Ohio) stated that in 
his opinion the charges arose out of a misun- 
derstanding. He knew nothing personally 
about the facts and did not want to interfere 
with acdull investigation, but he thought it 
would bea matter of profound surprise to 
the bar of Ohio if any stain was found on the 
judicial ermine of Judge Ricks.“ 

Mr. Johnson has requested the Judiciary 
committee to give the memorial considera- 
tion as soon as possible. Judge Ricks issued one 
of the first injunctions against the railroad 
employés in the Ann Arbor strike. 

Congresman Tom Johnson of Cleveland 
had quite a tilt with Attorney-General Olney 
at the White House today. The Ohio Repre- 
sentative had been away from the city for a 
few days and when he returned he was 
amazed to learn the Attorney-General 
had postponed the investigation of 
the charges reflecting upon the con- 
duct of Judge Augustus J. Ricks of the 
United States Circuit Court of Northern 
Ohio. Mr. Johnson was mad. He immedi- 
ately started out to see.Mr. Olney, and, not 
finding him at the Department of Justice, 
went over to the White House, where he 
learned the Attorney-General was havinga 
conference with the President. Although it 
was noon, and time for Congress to convene, 
Mr. Johnson waited for his man, and was re- 
warded finally by seeing him emerge from 
the President's presence. 

J understand you have postponed the in- 
vestigation of the Ricks charges’’ were the 
first words with which he greeted the head of 
the Department of Justice. How is that?“ 

Mes, I have sent an order to that effect.“ 
replied Mr. Olney. 

„% May I ask on what grounds?“ continued 
the now irate Congressman. ‘** The charges 
are very serious and are made by very re- 
spectable and responsibie persons besides 
the Cleveland Labor Union. ‘They shou'd be 
investigated at once, and I have been strong- 
ly advocating this all along.”’ * 

‘* Your protest, comes too late.“ said the At- 
torney-General. 

„Very well, then,“ replied Mr. Johnson, 
“the public must know the actual facts in the 
case, as I do not care to be censured for 
dereliction in so*serious and pressing a mat- 
ter. 


With this abrupt answer the two men sep- 
arated. 

The curious thing about it is that only a few 
duys ago Mr. Charleton, Judge Ricks’ clerk 
in court, came here and had an interview with 
the Attorney-General, and it is generally be- 
lie ved that he fixed things so that the in- 
vestigation should be delayed. On the other 
hand Mr. Olney is quoted as saying, in excuse 
for the postponement, that Judge Ricks is off 
on a vacation and his pleasure should not be 
marred by the intended investigation. 

Immediately after the interview Mr. John- 
son drove to the Capitol, burried to see 
Speaker Crisp, and arranged for recognitiva 
on the floor. Then, asa matter of privilege, 
he presented the Cleveland memorial asking 
for the impeachment of Judge Ricks. Had 
the Attorney-General! paid more deference to 
Mr. Johnson's wishes it is probable that dif- 
0 proceedings would have been insti- 
tuted.

e came here he engaged in the hardwood 
lumber business and became one of the 
wealthy and respected business-men of Chi- 
cago. Six years ago reverses overtook him 
and he failed in business. Four weeks ago 
he told me he had a note to meet and was go- 
ing to Rockford, III., to make some collec- 
tions. The second day after he had gone I 
received a letter stating that he had to go 
farther West on business and would not be 
home for a week or two.

Dr. Carrie Shaw was appointed 
chairman of a commitiee to investigate the 
Chinese Sunday-schools and take steps toward 
preveating churches frotn being loaned to 
those superintendents who insist on having 
young women as teachers for the Chinamen. 
‘The public generally will be appealed to ior 
the funds necessary to stamp out the opium 
joints and prosecute the keepers. 

President Carr said the Police Department 
would be left to handle the cases against the 
Chinamen arrested Sunday, but it it did not 
prove capable of dealing with the law-break- 
ers the society would employ its own detec- 
tives and make raids regardless of the Police 
Department.

ROADS DO NOT CARE 


SANTA FE AND EASTERN. ILLINOIS 
AND THE DECISIONS OF DEBS. 


Officials Say That Even if the Strike Is De- 
clared Still On on Their Lines It Makes 
No Difference, as the Roads Are Run- 
ning=Grievances of the Men Against the 
Santa Fe Are Namerous, but What the 
Employes of the Other Road Want Is 
Indefinite. 

While the strike is still on on the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois and Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé roads, or at least was not de- 
clared officially off at Sunday’s meeting of 
Debs and his followers, the officials dre tak- 
ing no worry out of the fact that their sys- 
tems are still under the ban. President Car- 
penter of the Chicago and Eastern: Illinois 
said yesterday: 

It makes no difference to us whether the 
strike is declared off or on. We have all the 
men we need to run our line and everything 
is running smoothly, Our earnings just now 
are greater than they were this time a year 
ago. It is said the Chicago and Eastern IIII- 
nois road will hereafter be run without re- 
gard to union, and asa matter of fact only 
three out of the 150 engineers employed. 
in the service are old men who were 
in the service before the strike, 
President Carpenter refused to enter into de- 
tails as to what kind of a reception would be 
given old men who went on strike and will 
now seek reémployment. “ Weare acting just 
as if there had been no strike, and the fact 
that we are still at outs with the strikers cuts 
no more figure than if ours was the most de- 
lightful road on earth for them.”’

The grievances that held the Santa Fé nen 
from joining in the agreement Suaday?to 
declare the strike off generally are manifgid, 
ana a bitter animosity marks the action of the 
local union of the American Railway Union 
on that system. The men have been incenged 
by the action of the Federal courts in pro- 
ceeding against their leaders and are deger- 
mined to fight the issues which they claim are 
raised by the operation of the system under 


‘the direction of receivers appointed by jthe 


United States courts. The specific grievances 
are failure to meet regular wage payments: 
the reduction of men at a time when thé em- 
ployés considered traffic demands required a 
full complement of men; the injunction is- 
sued by the Federal courts restraining the 
employés from joining in any movement 
which might tend toward the interruption of 
traffic; the action of the courts in all States 
traversed by the system in causing the arrest 
of employés or sympathizers who joined 
in the recent general boycott; the 
employment of new men to take 
the place of the employés who went out 
on the general strike order; the cause which 
actuated the management in calling the inter- 
terence of the Federal courts and the employ- 
ment of special legal counsel to prosecute the 
violators of the injunctions of such courts. 

No one seems to have any clear definition 
of the grievances of the striking employés of 
the Chicago and Eastern ‘Illinois. Obstinacy 
holds the men out on that system, and the 
majority of strikers on the other lines are not. 
in sympathy with them. The only claim ex- 
pressed is the same presented on all the other 
roads running out of Chicago, and the Chica- 
go and Eastern Illinois local union is looked 
upon by the ex-strikers as helpless.
